
Couple 
arrested, 
jewelry 
recovered 
in multiple 
thefts

Cochrane RCMP officers arrested 
a man and a woman on the last 
weekend in August after a rash of 
break-ins and theft of jewelry at 
residences in Didsbury, Carstairs 
and the surrounding area during 
the summer. 

Sgt. Kim Pasloske, commander 
of the Didsbury RCMP detachment, 
said police believe the motive was 
to sell the jewelry for money to sup¬ 
port drug habits 

“The investigation showed that 
the suspects were in possession of 
a large amount of stolen property,” 
Pasloske said. 

The stolen property included 
mostly jewelry as well as some 
electronics. 

She believes the couple is respon¬ 
sible for a nuyority of the break and 
enters in Didsbury and Carstairs 
over the last couple of months. 

“Since they were arrested there 
has been a significant decrease of 
break and enters, specifically to 
residences." 

Sgt. Pasloske said break-in vic¬ 
tims who have not yet been con¬ 
tacted by police should call RCMP 
because they may recover items 
with sentimental value. 

Several of the items have been 
identified from some of the thefts 
in the area. 

Officers are contacting all of the 
people who reported jewelry thefts 
in the area over the past couple 
of months, but Pasloske is asking 
people who haven’t already been 
contacted to call the detachment at 
403-335-3382. 

“We’ve been working our butts 
off in the last couple weeks to iden¬ 
tify if we can return some of this 
(jewelry) to some of our victims of 
the break and enters," she said.

A film crew took over 
Didsbury's main street 
Sept. 16 to shoot scenes 
from the pilot episode of 
Wynonna Earp, a modern- 
day supernatural western. 

The crew transformed 
the facade of Ulla La 
Boutique into the exterior 
of an establishment called 
Shorty’s Saloon for some of 
the scenes. 

Wynonna Earp is a 
Canadian production by 
the SyFy and Sever24 film 
companies and most of the 
crew is Albertan, with some 
from Toronto. 

Alberta is busy again with 
film and television work, 
following on the heels of 
recent productions of Hell 
on Wells and Fargo.

The Wynonna Earp 
script is bast'd on a comic 
book series featuring 
a descendant of iconic 
lawman Wyatt Earp. 

The pilot is scheduled for 


broadcast release in 2016. 

Melanie Scrofano 
(Damien, and RoboCop) is 
cast as Wynonna and was 
in Didsbury for the scenes 
filmed last week. 

Tim Rozen (Being Human) 
will play the part of Doc. 
Holiday and Shamier 
Anderson (Defiance) will 
appear in the supporting 
role of Agent Dolls. 

In the IWD Publishing 
comic, Wynonna Earp and 
the Monster Squad fight 
vampires, mummies and an 
arch-criminal called Raduk 
the eater of the dead. 

IWD has published three 
series of Wynonna Earp 
comic books. The first five 
issues were released in 1996 
and 1997, the three-part 
Home on the Strange edition 
appeared in 2003 and 2004, 
and a four-part Yeti Years 
series was published in 
2011 . 

“When the Canadian 
dollar is down, American 


producers take advantage 
of the situation and movie 
work in Alberta goes up," 
a crewmember told the 
Review.

“She likes to dress well,” said 
daughter Fern Foat. 

Bessie’s maiden name was 
Tittsworth and she grew up 
on the family farm south of 
Didsbury. 

She had her first riding horse 
‘when I was knee high." 

It was the first of many brown- 
coloured mounts, some quarter 
horses, others of various breeds. 

Later in life, Bessie carried the 
Olympic torch on horseback for 
the 1988 Calgary Winter Games, 
when the torch came through 
town. 

She also loved cats and dogs 
and had several pets at any one 
time. 

She married farmer Cliff 
Eckstrand who was five years 
her senior. 

They had two daughters, 
Beverly and Fern. 

Cliff played the banjo and had 


a band that wore straw boater 
hats and red vests. 

Bessie played the piano. 

“Our house was full of music,” 
she recalled. 

She contributed the South 
Didsbury community news col¬ 
umn to the Didsbury Review 
each week for 40 years, often rid¬ 
ing on horseback to visit neigh¬ 
bours and gather the news. 

She also volunteered at the 
thrift shop and with the hospital 
auxiliary. 

Bessie and Cliff moved into 
Didsbury when they retired, giv¬ 
ing up the dogs and cats. 

Cliff died in 2005 at the age 
of 92. 

She is a great-great-grand- 
mother and members of all five 
generations came to celebrate 
her milestone. 

“I never imagined I’d live 100 
years,” mused Bessie. 


Girls robbed and assaulted near Didsbury

Three suspects are facing several 
charges after two young girls were 
robbed and held against their will in the 
Didsbury rural area on Sept 11. 

“Two females were travelling along 
(in their vehicle) and ended up being 
stopped and waved down by the sus¬ 
pects at which point they were bear 
sprayed," said Airdrie RCMP Const. 
Jason Curtis. 

“They were confined in the vehicle and 
the vehicle travelled a short distance at 
which point the suspects released them 
and not without stealing their wallets, 
valuables and cellphones,” he said. 

“Quite a terrible experience for them 


but thankfully they weren’t harmed and 
they were able to provide excellent 
statements." 

The girls were dropped off on the side 
of the road and were able to contact 
police fairly quickly. Didsbury RCMP 
officers assisted with the investigation. 

“We spent significant investigational 
time investigating in this and assisting 
those victims,” said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. 
Kimberley Pasloske. 

Police allege the suspects were on a 
crime spree. 

The investigation involved sever¬ 
al incidents throughout the day and 
was a joint effort between the Airdrie, 
Didsbury and Gleichen RCMP detach¬ 
ments. 

Earlier that day, Airdrie RCMP 


received a complaint of a stolen vehicle 
at the Esso in Crossfield. The owner of 
the vehicle was inside the gas station 
paying for gas when he saw multiple 
suspects steal his vehicle. 

The vehicle was located in a rural 
area about two hours later along with 
another vehicle that had been stolen 
from Strathmore. 

Shortly after that is when the police 
were contacted by the two young girls 
who had been robbed and assaulted. 

The description of the suspects they 
provided matched the description of 
the suspects who stole the vehicle in 
Crossfield, say police. 

Officers were then alerted to a theft 
from a liquor store in Sylvan Lake with 
a matching description of the same sus¬ 


pects. 

Gleichen RCMP officers were later 
called to a single vehicle collision. The 
vehicle involved was one of the stolen 
vehicles, but the suspects were no long¬ 
er at the scene. 

Officers ended up finding and arrest¬ 
ing three suspects, and through further 
investigation, they were also alleged to 
have been involved in an armed robbery 
in Gleichen at 4 am. that morning. 

Ranell Mary Lee Calf, 20, of Red Deer, 
Lyle Brennan Yellowfly, 19, of Siksika 
Nation and Lindros Brett Cutter, 20, 
of Siksika Nation are ail facing several 
charges related to forcible confinement, 
robbery with a weapon, theft of vehicles 
and possession of weapons for danger¬ 
ous purposes.

On Friday evenings, 
downtown Didsbury 
empties out as stores, 
offices and coffee shops 
close. 

By 7 p.m., 20th Street 
is almost free of pedes¬ 
trians and few vehicles 
pass through the town’s 
main thoroughfare. 

However, at 2006 
20th St. a small group 
of gleaming, well-cared- 
for Harley- Davidsons 
are neatly parked side 
by side. 

Behind papered-over 
windows in a storefront 
next door to the H&R 
Block office, half a dozen 
bearded, tattooed men 
wearing leather, silver 
rings and biker colours 
have gathered for the 
last thing you’d expect 
in a bikers’ clubhouse. 

A Bible study. 

The men are members 
of the Mountain View 
chapter of Bikers for 
Christ. 

Didsbury is a biker’s 
town. 


“Some wish to live with¬ 
in the sound of chapel 
bells. We wish to run a 
rescue shop in the yard 
of hell.” 

Biker Bob was 40 years 
old, ex-military and lived 
in a shack. 

“I had nothing." 

Nothing except an arti¬ 
ficial heart valve, a mil¬ 
itary prison record and a 
love of motorcycles. 

“Then 1 found Christ. 

“By the grace of God 
my life turned around 
and God put an income, 
a wife, two children and 
a brotherhood in my 
path. 

Biker Bob’s broth¬ 
ers are never far from 
wheels. 

Their day jobs are 
in fields like trucking, 
heavy equipment, oilfield 
operations and vehicle 
maintenance. 

And they are family 
men who live a devout 


It has two gangs and 
two clubhouses - the 
Lost Soldiers whose 
members are military 
veterans, and the Bikers 
for Christ whose mem¬ 
bers are “poster boys for 
God’s forgiveness,” said 
their chaplain Biker Bob 
Lemesurier. 

Many local motorcyc¬ 
lists also participate in 
the annual Ride for Dad 
in June to raise money 
for prostate cancer. 

The Bikers for Christ 
blend evangelical 
Christianity with biker 
gang values of loyalty, 
brotherhood and separa¬ 
tion from mainstream 
society. 

“We love bikes," he 
said. 

“God, family and 
motorcycles in that 
order."

On a perfect autumn 
day for football on Sept. 
19, the Didsbury Dragons 
dominated the visiting 
Strathmore Badgers in a 
74-0 victory to open their 
Mountain View 9-Man 
Football Conference 
season. 

Playing with a roster 
of only 12 men against 
Strathmore’s 25 players 
and outweighed man to 
man, Didsbury’s veteran 
team held the Badgers 
offence to net negative 
yardage for the game, 
including a handful of 
quarterback sacks. 

David Aebersold’s 
two-way play led the 
Dragons. 

He scored four touch¬ 
downs and two converts 
for 30 points and one 
interception plus several 
punishing tackles.

What did Canadians 
get for $1 trillion? 

It’s only $10 billion. 

That's the line coming from several economists, 
as well as from Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau, when 
they argue that a deficit of that size is really no big 
deal. It works out to a measly three per cent of our 
$300 billion federal budget. Seems like a small price 
to pay to “get the economy moving,’’ doesn’t it? 

If only it were that simple. If such a deficit is an 
“insignificant" size relative to the federal budget, it’s 
an even more insignificant sum as part of our much 
larger overall economy. It’s simply not going to make 
much of a difference in how our economy performs. 

Secondly, it’s not just $10 billion this year. It’s 
another $10 billion the year after. And if history is 
any indication “small, temporary” deficits have an 
unfortunately common habit of turning into “large, 
permanent" ones. Indeed, between 1971 and 1997, 
Canada ran deficits - in most cases, in the tens of bil¬ 
lions - eveiy single year. 

And then there is the debt. 

Contrary to what many 
assume, simply balancing the 
budget in a single year isn’t 
the end of the story. There’s 
still the leftover pile of defi¬ 
cits from previous years to 
pay off. With interest. Lots 
of it. 

We can thank our lucky 
stars that interest rates are 
low these days. Although 
even with these low rates, 
the federal government spent 
$26 billion on interest pay¬ 
ments last year. But what’s 
truly mind-boggling is when 
you start adding up the interest payments over time. 

Since 1990, the interest payments on Canada’s fed¬ 
eral debt has cost taxpayers more than one trillion 
dollars. 

Not one million. Not one billion. A trillion; one 
thousand billion. That’s a “1” with 12 zeroes after it. 

What, precisely, did we get in return for this tril¬ 
lion dollars? After all, it can’t be infrastructure, that’s 
precisely the thing Trudeau and others insist we now 
need more money to build. Jobs? But we’re also told 
we need to borrow more now to “create jobs." And 
then of course there’s all the programs and services 
that the pro-deficits crowd insists are chronically 
underfunded. We need to borrow to fund those too! 

The sad irony is that a trillion dollars would be 
more than enough to fund the dreams of even the 
most spendthrift politician - with plenty left over 
for tax relief. But we can’t put that money towards 
the needs and interests of Canadians today, because 
we’re still burdened by the consequences of decades 
of reckless government borrowing. In effect, we are 
still suffering from a 40-plus-year hangover that just 
won’t go away, and that today’s politicians have no 
plan to try and remedy. 

All of this needs to be bome in mind when polit¬ 
icians try to convince you that their “small, tempor¬ 
ary” deficits are the cure to all that ails us. Because 
it is precisely the kind of thinking that has ended up 
costing Canadian taxpayers a trillion dollars in inter¬ 
est payments in the last quarter century. 

So no, sorry, it’s not only $10 billion.
